ENDOWMENT BONDS" FOUND. 


Spaldlng Bad Sold Them to Bunks to Push 


Ulnueir Alone. 


Chicago, April 14.—The disappear- 


ance of 
$400,000 
of the endowment j 


bonds of the University pf Illinois has 
caused -a general scanning of securities 
held by the different banking institu- 
tions in this city, and it has been dis- 
covered that the First National bank 
has in its vaults nearly ?200,000 of the 
bonds which formed the endowment 
fund of th« university of which Presi- 
dent C. W. Spalding of the insolvent 
Globe Savings bank, as treasurer of 
the university, was the custodian. 


Some of these bonds were sold out- 


right to the bank, others arc held as 
collateral for loar.s made to Spaldmg. 
Another national bank is said to hold 
some of the bonds. Some trace of tint 
cash oelonging to the University of 
Illinois has also bei'ii found. On Sat- 
urday, April 3, the last business day 
before the failure of the Globe Savings 
bank.

KILLS PLAGUE GERMS. 


Seruxn ]?rom the UlooU of m Hor*e 


tbe Work. 


Dr.'Alvah H. Dcty, health officer of 


the port, assisted by Dr. T. D. Fitzpat- 
rick, has recently been trying to discov- 
er an antitoxine for the bubonic plague, 
which hua been making ravages in In- 
dia. He made the following report on 
the subject to President Wilson of the 
health board: 


"During the early part of February a 


temporary laboratory -was established at 
Swinburne island for the purpose of 
tudying -the bubonic plague bacilli, 
and, il possible, to produce a plague 
antitoxine. Worlc was begun on Feb. 17, 
•when animals were procured for the pur- 
pose. . 


'On Feb. 26 a horse was inoculated 


•with a culture cf plague bacillus. This 
was repeated on 21 arch 4 and 9. In or- 
der to. determine how early the serum 
might have acquired antitoxic qualities, 
ibont a pint of blood'was drawn from 
:he horse on March 15 for experimental 
rarposes. From this one-half a pint of 
serum was secured. 


-About one cubic centimeter was in- 


ected into white mice. After 13 hours 
iese were inoculated with a culture of 
ie plague bacillus. These remained 
alive. Several into which serum was 
not injected died, showing the efficiency 
rf the serum in the cases of those that 
lived."—New York Tribune.

Governor Hastings and Mayor Warwick 
of Philadelphia and the civic authori- 
ties have also promised to be present 
and to participate in the ceremonies. 


The j programme for the day, for 


•which the State Society of the Cincin- 
nati of Pennsylvania is making arrange- 
ments, provides for a military display 
in the af ternoon and a banquet in the 
evening. 


An unusually large turnout of the 


national guard and the regular army is 
eipected to give prominence to the mil- 
itary idea of the monument, in keeping 
with the traditions of Washington, the 
great commander of the armies of the 
Revolution. The parade will move to 
the monument. President McKinley 
will be there and will unveil the work, 
and he will then review the troops.— 
Philadelphia Press.
